PETER  BADERTSCHER,  the  son  of  Frederick  Badertscher,  was  born 
September  29,  1805  in  Lapenswald,  Segnau  County,  Canton  Berne,  Switzer¬ 
land.  He  was  married  to  Anna  Ashliman  on  July  18,  1827,  who  was  born 
October  25,  1805  in  the  same  village.  To  this  union  were  bom  nine  children, 
as  follows:  Barbara,  John  U.,  Elizabeth,  Mathias,  Peter,  Christian,  Fred, 
Anna  and  Magdalena. 

In  his  early  boyhood  days  he  learned  the  trade  of  woodcraft  or  car¬ 
pentry,  which  made  him  a  useful  man  and  a  trade  which  some  of  his 
descendants  also  followed. 

In  the  year  1855  he  and  his  family  emigrated  to  America  in  a  sailboat. 
The  voyage  was  a  long  one  which  lasted  forty  days  and  nights.  After  they 
landed  in  New  York  City  they  came  to  Allen  County,  Ohio,  and  located  near 
Bluff  ton  in  the  Swiss  Settlement. 

The  task  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Badertscher  was  a  hard  one;  to  build  a 
new  home  and  other  toil  that  went  with  pioneer  life.  For  it  was  then  that 
the  mother’s  health  had  already  failed  and  her  death  was  soon  to  follow 
in  the  same  year  at  the  age  of  fifty  years. 

After  the  death  of  the  mother,  the  children  were  put  into  homes  of 
different  neighbors,  as  they  were  all  neighbors  in  pioneer  days.  Grand¬ 
father  Badertscher  stayed  with  his  oldest  daughter  until  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1872  at  the  age  of  66  years. 

Records  prove  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Badertscher  were  baptised  and  dedi¬ 
cated  to  God  in  infancy  by  their  parents,  and  united  with  the  Reformed 
church  and  took  their  first  Holy  Communion  at  the  age  of  twelve  years, 
therefore  proving  a  most  worthy  example  to  their  children  and  following 
descendants. 

We  owe  our  gratitude  to  our  forefathers  for  a  firm  foundation  where 
we  may  live  a  religious  life  and  build  a  worthy  character.

BARBARA  BADERTSCHER,  the  eldest  child  of  P*£«rr  and  Anna  Bad- 
ertscher  was  born  in  Berne,  Switzerland,  September  2SL  1828.  In  her  maid¬ 
enhood  she  came  writh  her  parents  to  America,  who  emigrated  to  Allen 
County,  Ohio.  After  the  death  of  her  mother,  soon  after  they  came  tc 
America,  she  was  given  a  home  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  filler  who  resided 
in  the  Swiss  Settlement  near  Bluffton,  Ohio.  On  November  29,  1859  she 
was  united  in  marriage  to  Jacob  Bucher.  To  this  union  were  torn  five  sons.

John  Ulrich  Badertscher 

JOHN  ULRICH  BADERTSCHER,  the  eldest  son  of  Peter  and  Anna 
Badertscher  was  born  in  Canton  Berne,  Switzerland,  June  28,  1832.  He 
died  December  3,  1906,  aped  74  years,  five  months  and  four  days.  At  the 
age  of  twenty-three  years  he  came  to  America  with  his  parents,  brothers 
and  sisters  where  they  settled  near  Bluffton,  Allen  County,  Ohio.  In 
his  early  youth  he  had  the  advantage  of  woodcraft  or  carpentry,  work¬ 
ing  with  his  father  in  the  making  of  spinning  wheels,  chests,  bureaus, 
chairs,  rockers,  tables,  or  most  any  of  the  furniture  that  was  used 
in  pioneer  days.  Some  of  his  wood  work  articles  are  still  in  use  at  this 
time,  or  have  become  antiques.  He  also  was  a  casket  maker,  making  them 
of  black  walnut  lumber.  Some  times  he  was  compelled  to  work  almost  day 
and  night  to  complete  his  orders,  when  an  epidemic  swept  thru  the  com¬ 
munity  where  sufficient  medical  aid  was  lacking  and  death  followed.  He 
was  married  to  Elizabeth  Neuenschwander  June  25,  1863.  To  this  union 
were  bora  ten  children.  Their  given  names  are  as  follows:  Mary,  Peter, 
Leah,  Catherin,  John,  Elizabeth,  Sarah,  Barbara,  Lydia  and  Susanna.

At  the  age  of  17  years  he 
emigrated  from  Canton  Berne,  Switzerland,  where  he  was  horn,  to  America 
with  his  parents,  brothers  and  sisters.  After  they  were  settled  in  Richland 
township,  Allen  county,  Ohio,  young  Dias,  as  he  was  called,  had  many 
tasks  to  choose  in  pioneer  days.  He  iiecame  a  noted  handyman,  a  rail  and 
clabboard  splitter,  a  water  well  digger,  an  expeVt  with  the  grain  cradle  and 
the  scythe,  a  butcher,  a  log  house  builder  and  could  do  most  anything  his 
neighbors  called  him  to  do.  His  main  occupation  was  farming.  He  was 
married  to  Lydia  Augsburger  and  to  this  union  were  bora  fourteen  children. 
Their  names  are  as  follows:  Mary,  Adolph,  John,  Susan,  Gideon,  Daniel. 
Elias,  Sarah,  Dina,  Henry,  William.  Jacob,  Peter  and  Noah.  There  are  a 
total  of  169  descendents  in  the  Mathias  Badertscher  family:  Fourteen  child¬ 
ren,  sixty-five  grandchildren  and  ninety  great  grand  children.

Christian  Badertscher 

CHRISTIAN  BADERTSCHER,  a  native  of  Switzerland,  was  born  April 
23,  1S42.  At  the  age  of  13  he  came  with  his  parents,  Peter  and  Anna 
Badertscher,  to  America.  After  the  death  of  his  mother,  he  and  his  sister 
Anna  were  given  a  good  home  by  Rev.  John  Moser,  near  Bluffton,  Ohio. 
On  December  15,  1864,  he  married  Marian  Gratz,  and  to  this  union  eleven 
children  were  born,  eight  sons  and  three  daughters,  four  of  whom,  three 
sons  and  a  daughter,  died  in  infancy.  In  1874  he  beagn  studying  for  the 
ministry,  graduating  several  years  later  from  the  Mission  House  near  She¬ 
boygan,  Wisconsin.  His  first  pastorate  was  in  Iowa.  He  also  preached  in 
Findlay,  Bluffton  and  several  other  places.  October  1,  1886,  Rev.  Badertscher 
accepted  a  call  to  St.  Paul’s  church  in  St.  Marys  and  served  it  faithfully  for 
13  years  and  three  months,  the  longest  pastorate  in  the  history  of  St.  Paul’s 
church.  Many  times  Rev.  Badertscher  and  his  sons  went  out  to  the  reservoir, 
now  called  Lake  St.  Marys,  and  got  logs  out  of  the  lake  in  order  to  have 
fuel  for  the  church  and  the  home.  On  December  24,  1899,  he  left  St.  Marys 
and  again  went  to  Bluffton,  serving  in  the  church  at  that  place  as  substitute 
minister.  This  closed  his  career  as  a  minister  and  he  retired  on  account 
of  dull  hearing  which  afflicted  him.  Rev.  Christian  Badertscher  died  of 
pneumonia  January  29,  1924,  at  the  age  of  81  years,  nine  month  and  three 
days.  Mrs.  Badertscher  died  of  Cardiac  Dropsy  November  15,  1925,  at  the 
age  of  83  years,  four  months  and  25  days.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Badertscher  had 
70  descendents,  11  children,  28  grandchildren  and  31  great  grandchildren. 
The  oldest  child  of  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Badertscher  is  Mrs.  John  Finke,  age

Anna  Badertscher-Basinger 

ANNA  BADERTSCHER,  a  quaint  little  Swiss  girl,  born  October  8, 
1844,  came  to  America  with  her  parents  at  the  age  of  eleven  years.  The 
voyage  across  the  ocean  in  a  sail  boat  was  a  long  one,  forty-five  days  and 
nights.  The  mother  was  very  ill  most  of  the  time.  The  two  younger  sisters 
were  fond  of  the  darky  cooks  on  the  sailing  vessel  and  sometimes  would  sit 
upon  the  lap  of  one.  On  one  occasion  the  youngest  of  them  wet  her  finger 
and  rubbed  it  over  the  darky’s  hand  to  see  whether  the  color  would  come  off. 
This  incident  remained  a  family  joke. 

Almost  immediately  upon  arrival  in  this  country  Anna  was  placed  in 
the  home  of  the  Reverend  John  Moser  where  she  remained  seven  years. 
Here  she  had  many  advantages  in  religious  instruction.  This  experience 
made  many  lasting  impressions  upon  her  young  mind.  She  frequently  men¬ 
tioned  how  fervent  in  prayer  the  minister  always  was  and  how*  he  studied 
long  into  the  night.  Also  how*  he  would  stop  from  field  work  to  study  from 
his  pocket  notes  for  his  coming  sermon.  Then  go  on  again  with  his  arduous 
duties,  making  his  work  his  meditation.  On  one  occasion  Anna  was  so  de¬ 
lighted  with  a  white  neck-kerchief  which  the  minister’s  wife  made  for  her, 
she  asked,  “Will  it  fade  when  we  wash  it?”  The  good  wife  had  such  a 
hearty  laugh  out  of  that.  She  said,  “child,  white  never  fades!”  Anna  was 
married  at  the  age  of  nineteen  to  Ulrich  Basinger  on  March  8,  1866,  w’ho 
preceded  her  in  death  nearly  31  years.  She  was  a  devoted,  faithful  wife, 
and  the  mother  of  ten  children.  They  are,  Menno,  Lewis,  Susan,  Helena, 
Ella,  Ulrich,  Walter,  Rhoda,  Calvin  and  Peter.  At  the  age  of  forty-tw’o  she 
was  left  a  widow  with  eight  children,  the  youngest  only  four  years  of  age. 
These  she  tried  to  educate  to  the  best  of  her  ability.  As  they  grew:  up  they 
all  could  revere  her  and  call  her  blessed.  A  short  time  before  her  seventy- 
third  birthday  she  was  called  to  her  eternal  reward  on  March  29,  1918.  She 
said,  “I  am  going  to  my  Heavenly  Father’s  home,  the  bright  and  beautiful 
home.”
